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Former Nationalist troops in Szechuan who defected to the Communists and 
wio have retained thoir former Nationalist leaders nunber 300,000, while . 
ths Chinese Communist armies under LIU Po-ch‘ eng (4ij 43 74<) and HO Lung 
(ZF 2g, ) amount to fever than 150,000. In order to prevent these forner 
Nationaliat troopa from becoming a menace to his forces, LIU Po-ch' eng 
has reorganized them or sent them to other parts of China, Those wits 
reorganized include the commends of TENG Shih-hou, LIU Wen-hui and the 
date PAN Wen-hue. There vere the following tranefere: 


&. Troops numbering 150,000 under 10 Kuang-ven. i Bx ) wore 
orderad to Soochou (120~37, 31-18) in Elangeu and’ %to Ch' angchou 
(119-27, 32-24) in Chelcleng.*® Hovever, becauge of desertions 
which included two division commanders, only ona~hal? that 
nunber reached ite ultimate destination. 


b. Troops numbering 30,000 under the command of KUO fuskucd 
GI it 3%) vere ordered to Ich'ang (111-17, 30-42) and 
shih (112-17, 30-16) in Hapeh. KUO in turn was appointed 
to a military office in aonthern Szechuan. Whilo the troops 
were passing through Luhsien (105-23, 28-53) there was a 
mutiny, and only 10,000 men reached Hupeh,

c, FAN Shao~te'eng (i644 #2), commander of 2 full erny of 
natives of Szechuan, concentrated in Wauhsien (108-24, 30-49) 
for training, received orders to transfer to Hankow. LO 
Chiun-tan (45 72 -#}), the vice~commander of the army, resigned, 
giving peor health ns his reason. A division commander, LIAO 
K'ai-~heiao (3 al a ), departed with a large nunber of troops 
which he fortied into a guerrilla force. Fay, a nember ef the 
Flao Ko Hut (Zlder Brother Suctety), after failing in an at- 
tenpt to commit suicide, moved te Hankow with the force of 
ee nen which remained.

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2, In March 1950 LIV Po-chteng and HO Iung began a military campaten to destror 
the Ssechuan guerrillas, Ae thie was not succesful, it was supplemented by 
a poliey of appeasement, infiltration and division. For this purpose, former 
Kuomintang military officers, euch as TSENG Ch'ing-ch'u (oA Afl), ana 
Kuomintang intellizence officers, sueh as LO Kuo-hai (he i] #® )' were uti- 
Jiszed. The Communists had sone success through this second method and 
suspressed over 25 guerrilla grouns, some of which are described bellows 


a. 4A force of 2,000 guerrillos led by HUANG Kuang-hui (8 x ae ), 
a deyoar-old member of the Young China Party, and by KUO Pao- 
chih (3048 2 )oceunied Tat (10%-S1, 30-36) heien for a short 
time, thereby threatening Chuneking, Wenchiang and Chengtu.** A 
division aent by HO Long failed te suppress thig unit, but in 
June 1950 the guerrillas suffered a serious defeat: HUANG was 
captured and later executed in Chenztu, 


b. LE Pae-chth (am 2% 2), also Imown as "Smallpox" LI, Sleyear= 
old member of the Piao Ko Hud, led a guerrilla group active in 
Usinching (103-49, 30<25). This force destroyed Heinching air~ 
fleld and regularly attacked Communist forces traveling on the 
Szochtan-Slkang highway. In July 1950 LI was captured and later 
executed in Chenrtu, 


“e A former Nationalist hsien magistrate named TO commanded 
guerriliaa operating in Yuyang (103-46, 28-48) end Hatushan 
(109-00, 28-25). He later moved hig forees te western Honan, 
where 1% was suppressed by two Commumist Givisions, T°O was 
captured in Angust and ia noy in Chunsiring for trial, 


a. A guerrilla force commanded by LIU Shuech! eng (# i AY} By) 
end NAO Yinechou ( 94ie soll) operated in the mountainous 
Leino (103-26, 28-18)--Mapian (103-12, 28-46) area. Both leaders 
were captured by the Communists, and a member of the Young China 
Party, CH'ING Chieng~lieh (4 yh F)), decane leader. However, 
gnerrilla headquartere vas surrounded and CH! ING captured and, 
imprisoned in Changtn, 


3, Guerrilla &roups are active in the following areas of Szechuan: 


a: In the leipo-Mapien area (sce 2.4. above). After the capture 
of CH' ING Ch' english, leadership of these guerrillas passed 
to HSIEH ch! wng-chish, a native of the area and a eraduate of 
the Tokyo Military Academy. The force numbers 6,000 men, most 
of whom are armed with rifles; however, lack of ammunition con= 
pols them to fight with knivea and spears. 


de In the Sungp'en (103-37, 32-39)-Machsten (103-52, 31-42) area. 
These, guerrillas ara under the Joint command of LIU Chi-an

th! i~feng (3 JF jel,)**, a member of the Young China Party. The 

croup has been stignented by guerrillas under the leadership of 

the hsien megistrate, HO Pen-chitu (4% 4. iz), and now totale 

almost 10,0CO men. Because of the ai?ficult terrain, a Com= 

Monist division sent to suppress them was forced to retire, and 
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instead a larre force has been stationed in Kuanhsien (103-27, 
1-00) to prevent attacks by the guerrillas on Chengtu. 


2. In the Chiiunelai (103-29, 90-25)-Tei (103-31, 20-36) area. At 
the death of HUANG Kiang-hui (see 2.a. above}, KUO Pao-chih 
assumed leadership of these guerrillas and built up the force 
$0 4,000 men, ‘The mountainous terrain affords a convenient 
vase for attacks on the Communists along the highways. 


@, in the Jenghov. (104-03, 3-01)-Chienyang (104-33, 30-24) area. 
CHOU dui-Lin (18) i) #4), a native of Jenshou and former nilitary 
eoonander under ex-governor of Szechuan LIU Hsiang (4:]241), leads 
@ strong and well-organized force of unlmown size. 


4&, Of the 140 heien in Szechuan, only 80 are governed by Communist magistrates. 
Although sone threats to Communist control have been removed by reorganization 
and transfer of former Nationalist troops to other areas, and by the guerrilla 
suppreseion campaign, areas under guerrille control are in fact increasing. 
The Communists cannot control mountainous end border areas, which are in a 
state of anarchy. That guerrilla strength should be increasing in the face 
of en active nolicy of sumpresaion by the Commmista is due to the strong 
anti-Connunist atand and efficient organization of secret societies and 
the Young China Party in Szechuan. .
